To the Reader, 


Frer it was proclaimed abroad, that 2 the con- 
duct of the Bel. mas of London) ne w forces were once 
more to be leuied againſt certaine wilde & barbarous 
Rebels that were 5 in Armes againſt the tranquillity 
of the weale-publike: It cannot bee told what num- 
bers of Joluntaries offred themfelues daily, to fight againſt ſo dan- 
gerous an enemy.

ber of the Deuils own kindꝛed into queſtion foz their lines, 
but had alſo only by the help of the Lanthvzn and Candle) 
lokt inte the ſecrets of the beſt trades that are taught in 
Hell, laping them open to the bꝛoad eye of the wozld, mar 
king them infamons, odious,and ridiculous: vea, and not 
ſatiſfied with doing this wꝛong to his dinelſhip, very ſpite- 
fully hath he ſet them out in p2int,dzawing their pictures ſo 
to the life, that now a hozſe-ſtcaler ſhall not ſhew his head, 
but a halter with the hang; mans noſe is ready to be faſtned 
about it: A Foyft,no: a Nip ſhall not walke into a Fay2e, 
82 a Play-houſe, but enery cracke will crie, loke to pour 
purſcs : no2 a pooꝛe common Rogue come to a mans do2e, 
but hee ſhall bee exomined ifhe can cant. Af this Baulling 
fellow therfo2e haue not his month ſtop d, the light Angels 
that are copned below, will neuer be able to paſſe as they 
hans done, but be naylde bpfo2 counterfeits. Hell will haue 
no doings, and the devill be no body. „ 

This was the lyning of the Letter, and this Letter dꝛaue 
them all to a Non: plus, betauſe they knew not how to an- 
ſwere it. But at laſt aduice was taken, the Court bꝛake vp, 
the Tearm was adiourn d, (by reaſon that the Hel hounds 
were thus plagu d) and a common connſell in hell, was pꝛe 
ſently called how to redꝛeſſe theſe abuſes. | 

The Sathanicall Sinagogue being ſet, bp ſtarts the Fa- 
ther of Hell and damnation, and loking verry tcrribly, with 
a paire of eyes, that ſtared as wide as the Month gapes at 
Biſhops gate, ſetching foure oꝛ flue diep ſighes( which were

Another, thinking to cleane the verp pinne with his ar- 
row, dew it home to the head of wiſdome(as he imagined) 
and pet that lighted wide too. But thus ſhot his counſell, 
that the Ghoſts of all thoſe Theeues, Cheaters, and others 
of that damned crew. ( who by the Bel-mans diſconerie, had 
bene betraied, were taken and ſent well⸗ ward) ſhould bee 
fetched from thoſe fields of Bozro2, where enery night they 
walke, diſputing with Doctoꝛ Story, who keeps them com⸗ 
pany there in his cozner Cap: and that thoſe w2p neckt ſpi- 

rits ſhould haue charge ginen them to haunt the Bel man in 
bis walkes, and ſo fright him out of his wits. This Diuell 
foz all his roaring went away neither with a Plaudite , noz 
with a hiſſe. Others ſtept vp, ſome pꝛonounc ing one berdick, 
ſome another: But at the laſt, it being put into their Diuel- 
liſh heads, that they had no power oner him further then 
what ſhould be giuen vnts them, it was. concluded and ſet 
downe as a rule in Court, that ſome one ſtrange Spirit, 
who could tranſpozt himſelfe into all ſhapes, ſhould bee ſent 
vp to London, and ſcoꝛning ta take reuenge vpon ſo meane 
a perſonas a Bel. ringer, ſhould thʒuſt himſelf into ſuch com 
panties (as in a warrant to be ſigned fo2 that purpoſe)ſhould 
be nominated : and being once growne familiar with them, 
he was te wozke and winne them bp all poſſible meanes to

ſpꝛed the wings of thine infection: make cuery head thy 
pillow to leane vpon, oz bſe it like a Pill, oncly to grind 


miſchiefe. If thou merteſt a Dutchman, dzinke with him: 


if a Frenchman, ſtab: if a Spaniard, betrap: if an Italian, 
popſon: if an Engliſhman, doe all this. 

Haunt Tauerns, there thon ſhalt find Pꝛodigals: pap 
thy two pence to a Player, in this Gallerie mapeſt thou ſit 
by a Harlot: at Ordinaries mapſt thou dine with ſilken 
foles: when the day ſteales out of the wozld, thou ſhalt 
miete rich Drunkards bnder welted gownes, ſearch ko: 
thꝛeeſcoze in the hundzed, hugge thoſe golden villaines, 
they ſhine bzight, and will make a god ſhew in hell, ſh:ike 
with a cricket in the Brew-houſe, and watch how they 
coniurethere: Ride bp and downe Smithfield, and plap 
the Jade there: Uiſite pziſons, and teach Iaylors how to 
makenets of Jron there; bind thy ſelſe Pꝛentize to the belt 
trades: but if thou canſt, grow extreme rich in a very ſhoꝛt 
time (honeſtly) J baniſh the my Kingdome, come no moze 
into hell, J haue read thee a Lecture, follow it, farewell. 

Ho ſooner was farewell ſpoken, but the ſpirit to whom 
all lheſe matters were giuen in charge, vaniſhed: the clo- 
uen footed Ozatoz aroſe, and the whole aſſembly went a- 
bout their damnable buſinefſe.

Dis Gul- groper, is commonly an old Pony- morger, 

who hauing tranaild th2ongh all the follies of the wo21n 

in his ponth, knowes them well, and Gunnes them in his 

age, his whole felicitie being to fill his bags with golde and 

ſilner: ge comes to an Oꝛdinarie, to ſane charges of houſe- 

keeping, and will eate foz his (ws chillings, moꝛe meate 

then willſerue thꝛee of the guard at a dinner, pyetſweares 

he comes thither onely ko the company, and to conuerſe 

with travellers.

Dw if either The Leaders, 03 The forlorne Hope, oz a- 
ny of the reſt, chance to heare of a pong Freſh-warter 
ſouldier that neuer befoze followed theſe ſtrange wars, and 
yet hath a Charge newly ginen him (by the old fellow Sol- 
dado Vecchio his father, when Death had ſhut him into the 
Graue) of ſome ten oz twelue thouſand in ready money, be⸗

Unting is a Noble, a manly,and healthfullerercice, it 

is a verp true picture of warre, nav, it is a warre in it 
ſelfe, foz engines are bought into the field, Cratagems are 
contrined, ambuſhcs are latde, onſets are ginen, alarams 
frucke vp, bzane incounters are made, fierce aſſailings are 
reſiſted by ſtrength, by courage,o2 by policie : the enemie is 
purſued,and the Purſuers neuer giue ouer till they haue him 
in execution, then is a Refreate ſounded , then areſpoilcs 
divided, then come they home wearied, but pet crowned 
with honour and victozie. And as in battailes there bes ſe- 
utrall manners of fight : ſo in the paſtime of hunting, there 
ars ſeucrall degrees of game. 

Some hunt the Lyon, and that ſhewes, as When ſubs Huncing 
{ects riſe in Armes againſt their King. Some hunt the U- of che 
nicoꝛne, foꝛ the treaſureon his head and they are like cone- £72» Kc. 
tous men, that care not whom they kill fo2 riches. Some 
hunt the ſpotted Panther, and the freckled Leopard, thep 
are ſuch as to iniop their pleaſures regard not how black an 
infamie ſtickes vpon them: all theſe are barbarsns and vn⸗ 
naturall Huntſmen, fo: thep range bp and downe the de⸗ 
ſerts, the Wildernes, and the Pountaines. Others purſue Hunting 
the long-lined Hart, the couragious Stag, oꝛ the nimble fo- of che 
ted Deere: theſe are the nobleſt hunters , and they trertiſe Backe. 
the Nobleft game: theſe by following the Chace, act 
ffrength of bodic, a free and bndiſquieted minde, magnani- 
mitie of ſpirit,alacritie of heart, and vnwearilomneſſe ta 
bzeake th;ongh the har delt labours : their plcaſures ere not 
inſatiable, bat are contented to be kept within limits, fo2 
theſe hunt within Parkes incloſed,o2 within bounded Foz- 
refts. The hunting of the Hare teaches feare to be bold, and Hunting 
puts ſimplicitie to her ſhifts, that ſhe growes canning and o. che 
pꝛouident: the turnings 4 croſſe windings that ſhe makes Hate. 

C2 are 
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are embleames of this lifes vncertaintie: when ſhe thinkes 
ſhe is further from danger, it is at her herles, ant when it is 
nerreſt to her, the hand of ſafetie defends ber. Mhen ſhee is 
wearicd g hath run her rate, ſhe takes her death patiently, 
thereby to teach man to make himſelfe ready, when th 


graue gapes foz him. | 

All theſe kindes of hunting are ab2ogd in the open field, 
but there is a cloſe Citie hunting, onely within the walles, 
that puls downe Parkes , layes open Fozreſis, deſtropes 
Chaces, wounds the Deere ofthe land, and makes ſuch ha⸗ 
vocke of the godlieſt Veards, that(by their wils, who are 
the rangers, none ſhould be left alive but the Ralcals. This 
kinde of hunting is baſe and ignoble. It is the meanefl, pet 
the moſt miſchicuous e it is called Ferreting. To behold a 
courſe 82 two at this, did the light hozſeman of Hell one day

His Ferret-hunting hath his Seaſons as other games 
haue, and is only followed at ſuch a time of yere,when 
the Gentry of our kingdome by riots, haning chaſed them- 
ſclues out of the faire reuenewes and large poſſeſſions left 
to them by their anceſtoꝛs, are fo2ced to hide their heads like 
Contes, in little canes,and in vnfrequented places: oz elſe 
being almoſt windeleſſe, by running after ſenſual pleaſures 
too fiercely, they are glad (foz keeping themſelues in bꝛeath 
ſo long as they can) to fall to Ferret · huntin g, that is to ſay, 
to take vp commodities.

A Fter araine,Contes bſe to come out of their Holes, ? 
to fit nibbling on weeds, oz any thing inthe cole of the 
euening and after a reueling, when pounger bzothers haue 
ſpent all, oꝛ in gaming haue loſt all, they ſit plotting in their 
thambers, with necelſity, how to be furniſhed pzeſcntly with 
a new ſupply of mony. They would take vp any commodi- 
ty whatſoeuer, but their names ſtand in te man texted let⸗ 
ters all ready in Merters and Scriueners bokes : vpon a 
hundzed pounds wo2th of Roaſted befe they tould finde in 
their hearts to venture. foꝛ that would away in turning of a 
hand: but where ſhall they unde a Butcher, oꝛ a Cane, that 
will let any man run ſo much vpon the ſco2e fo2 fleſh onely ? 
" Suppoſe therefoze that foure of ſuch loſe-fo2tuned gailants 
were tied in one knot, and knew nof how to faſten them 
ſelves bpon ſome wealthy Citizen. At the length it runnes 
into their heads, that ſuch a yong Nouice (who daily ſerves 
to fill vp their company) was neuer intangled in any Citie 
lime-buſh : they know his pꝛeſent meanes to be god, and 
thoſe to come to be great: him therefo:ze they lay vpon the 
Anuill of their wittes, till they haue w2ought him like war, 
fo: himſelfe as well as fo2 them, to doe any thing in war, oꝛ

Vis Tumbler being let looſe,runnes @nnffing bp and 

downe cloſe to the ground, in the hops either of Per 
cers, Gouldſmiths , Dzapers, Yaberdaſhers, 02 of any o- 
ther Trade, where hee thinkes he may meete with a Fer- 
ret: and tho vpon his very firſt courſe, hee can finde his 
game, yet to make his gallants moze hungry, and to 
thinke hee wearies himſelfe in hunting the moze. he comes 
to them ſweating and ſwearing that the Citie Ferrets are 
ſo coaped (that is ta. ſay, haue their lippes ſtitched bp 
cloſe ) that hee can hardly get them open to ſo great a 
ſumme as fine hundzed pounds, which they deſire. This 
Hearbs beeing chewd downe by the Rabbet-ſuckers al- 
molt kils their hearts, and is wozſe to them then dab- 
bing on the neckes to Connies. They bid him if hee cau⸗ 
not faſten his teeth vpon Plate oz Cloth, oz Silkes, to

not idle neither, but like ſnailes, they venture abzoadthough 
the Law hath thꝛeatned to raine downe neuer ſ@ much pu- 
niſhment bpon them: and what do they? they are not Bees, 
to liue by their ewne painfull labozs, but D;ones that muſt 
eafe bp the{weetnefſe, and be fedde With the earnings of - 
thers : This thercfoze is their wozke. They carelefſelp in- 
quire what Gentleman of wozth, oz what rich Parmers 
dwell within flue, xe 62 ſeven miles of the Foꝛt where they 
arc infronc'd (which they may doe without ſuſpition ) and 
hauing got their names, they fingle out ibemſeiues in a moz⸗ 
ning, and each man takes a ſeuerall path to himſelfe: one 
goes Caſt, one Weſt, one N92!h, and the other South: 
walking either in bostes with wands in their hands, oz o- 
therwtſe, fo it is all to one purpoſe. And note this by the 
way, that when they trauell thus one foot, they are no moze 
called Ranke-riders but Trowlers, a p2oper name giuen to 
Country players, that (without Sockes) trot from towne 
to towne vpon the bare hoofe. 
Being arriued at the Gate where the Gentlemen, o Far- 
mer dwelleth.he boldly knocks, inquiring fo him by name, 
and ſteps in to ſpeake wich him: the ſeruant ſ&ing a faſht- 
onable perſon, tels his Paiſter there is a Gentleman de- 
fires to ſpeak with him: the ma iſter comes and ſalutes him, 
but eping him well, ſaies hee does not know him: No Dir, 
replies the other (with a face bold ynongh)it may be ſo, but 
I p2ay pou Sir, will pon walke a turne oz two in your O- 
chard oz Garden, J would there conferre: Vauing got him 
thether, ts this tune he playes bpon him. |

Yr, Yam a Gentleman, bozne to better meanes then mp 

p2cſent foztunes doe allow me: I ſerued in the field, and 
had command there, But long peace (pou know Sir) is 
the Cankcr that eates vp Souſdiers, and ſoit hach mee. J 
lie here not farre eff in ſhe Country, at mine Inne, where 
ſtaying vpon the diſpatch of ſome buſineſſe, Jam indebfed 
to the honſe in monies, ſo that J cannot with the credit of a 
Genticman leane the houſc till Jhane paid them.

The honeſt Gentleman, oz the god natur'd Farmer be- 
holding a pcrſonable man, faſhionably attired,and not car- 
rying in ontward ceulours, the fate of a cogging⸗knaue, 
gines credit to bis wo2ds, are (o2rp that they are not at this 
pꝛeſent time ſo well forniſhed as they could wiſh, buf if a 
matter of twenty ſhillings can ſtead him, he ſhall command 
it, becauſe it were pitie any honeſt Gentleman ſhould ſoꝛ ſo 
ſmall a matter miſcarry. Bappily they m&te with ſome 
Chap-men that aine their own aſking; but howſocuer,al is 
fiſh that comes to net, they are the moſt conſcionable mar- 
ket folkes that euer rode betweene two paniers, foz from 
fozty they will fall to twentp,frem twentp to ten, from ten 
ts flute: nay theſe Pountibankes art ſo baſe, that they are 
not aſhamed to take two ſhillings of a plaine huſbandman, 
and ſometimes ſixt pence (which the othergives ſimply and 
boneCiy) of whom they dcmanded a whole fift@ne.

The Under-@®h2iffe fo2 the Conntyof the Cacodemons, 
knowing into what arrerages theſe Ranke-riders were 
runne, fo: hozſe-fleſh to his maiſter, (ot whom hee farmed 
the office) ſent out his wats to attach them; and ſs narrows 
ly purſued them, that fe2 all they were well ho2ff,ſome hee 
ſent poſt to the gallowes, and the reff ts ſenerall tayples : 
After which, making all the haſte he poCibly could to get ta 
London againe, he was way-lapd by an armie of affrong 
and new-found people.

but they are painted ſo, vet they are not good painters nei- 
ther: fo2 they doe not make faces, but marre faces. By a 
by-name they are called Gipſtes, they call themſelues C- 
gyptians, others in mockery call them Moone-men. 

Af they be Egyptians, ſure Jam they neuer diſcended 
from the Tribes of any of thoſe people that came ent of the 
Land of Egypt: Prolomey(King of the Egyptians) A war- 
rant neuer called them his @ubiccts : ne no Pharao be- 
fo:e him. Loke what difference there is betweene a ciuill 
Cittizen of Dublin, and a wilde Iriſh Rerne, ſo much dif- 
ference there is bet weene one of theſe counterfet Cgyptians 
and a true Cvgliſh Begger. An Engliſh Rogue is iuſt of 
the ſame liuerp. 

Zhep are commonly an armie about fonre-ſco2e ffrong, 
pet they neuer march with all their bags and baggages to⸗ 
gether, but (like Boot-halers ) they fozrage vp and downe 
countries, 4,5 826. ina company. As the Swtizer has his 
wench and his Cocke with him when he goes tothe warres, 
ſo thele vagabonds haus their harlots with a number of lit- 
tle child;enfollowing at their bales : which pong bꝛosd of 
Beggers, are ſometimes carried (like ſo many greene geeſe 
aliue to a market) in payzes of panicrs, 02 iu deſſers like 
freſh-fiſh frem Nye that comes on ho2(ebacke, (if they bee 
but infants, But if they can ffraddleonce, then aſwell the 


| the-rogues as the he- rogues are hoꝛſt, ſeuen oꝛ eight vpon 
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one iade, ſtrongly pine ond, and ſtrangelv tped together. 
One Shire alone and no moꝛe is ſure (till at one time, to 
haue theſe Ggpptian-lice ſwarming within it, foꝛ like locks 
of wilde gerſe, they will euermoꝛe flpe one after another: let 
them be (ſcattered wozſe then the quarters of a Traitoz are 
after hers hang d dꝛawne and quartred,yet they haue a trick 
(Uke water cut with a ſwo2d ) to come together inffartly 
and eaſily agains : and this is their policie, which way ſo⸗ 
euer the fozmoſt rankes lead, they ſticke vp (:nall bonghes 
in (cuerall places, to euery Uillage where they paſſe, which 

lerne as enſignes to walt on the reft. 

Their apparell is old, and phautaſtick, though it be ncuer 
lo fullofrents : the men wears (carfes of Callico, oz * o- 
ther 
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ther baſe ſtuffe, hanging their bodies ike Moꝛris⸗dancers, 
withbels,and other topes, to intice the countrey people ta 

flocke about them, and to wonder at their foleries,o2 rather 
ranke-knancries. Tye women as ridiculouſly attire them- 

ſelues, and (like one that plapes the Rogue on a Stage) 

weare rags, and patched filthy mantles bppermoſt , when 

the under garments are handſome ans in fachion. 

The battavles theſs Out lawes make, are many and de. n. wan- 
rp bloudy, Whoſsener fals into their hands neuer ef ner of 
alive, aus (6 truell they are in theſe murders, — bghr. 
can ſatiſſte idem but the very heart blond of thoſe whom 
they kill. And who are they(thinke pon that thus goe to the 
pot: Alaſſe! Jnnocent Lambs,Shep, Calues, Pigges, ec. 
Poultrie-ware are moe churlichly handled by them, then 
pooꝛe pziſoners are by keepers in the Counter i th Poultry. 
A Goole comming amongſt them learnes to be wiſe, that he 
neuer will be Gooſe any moze. The bloudy Tragedies ot 
all theſe,are onely acted by the women, whe carrying long 
knines oz Skeanes bnder their mantles,doe thus play their 
| parts: The Stage is ſome large Heath: oz a Firre-buſh 
Common, far from any houſes : Upon which caſting them- 
ſelues into a Ring, they incloſe the Purdered, till the Paſ- 
ſacre be finiſhed. Il any paſſenger come by, and wondz ing 
to ſceſuch a conturing circle kept by Pel-hounds , and de⸗ 
mand what ſpirits they raiſe there: one of the Hurderers 
ſeps to him, poiſons him with (wet woꝛds and ſhifts him 
off, with this lyc.that one of the women is falne in labour : 
but if anp mad Hamlet hearing this, ſmel villanie, and ruſh 
in by violence to ſ& what the tawny Diuels are doing, then 
they excuſe the fact, lay the blame on thoſe that are acto2s, 
and perhaps (if they ſer no remedie) deliver them to an offi- 
cer, to be had to puniſhment : but by the way a reſcue is 
ſurelplaid,and very valiantly( though very villansully) doe 
they fetch them off, and guard them. 

The Cabbines whers theſe Land- pyzates lodge in the 
night, are the Out-barnes of Farmers and Huſbandmen, 
(in ſome poꝛe Willage 0; other) who dare not deny them, 
fa feare they ſhould ere wozning haue their thatched honſcs, 

burning 
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burning about their eares: in theſe Barnes, are both their 
Cooke-remes,their ſupping Parlozs,and their Bed:cham” 
bers: fo; there they dzeſſe after a beaſtly manner, what ſo 
tuer they purchaſt after a theeuiſh faſhion: ſometimes they 
tate Veniſon, and haue Gray-hounds that kill it fo them, 
but if they had not, thep are Hounds themſelues & are dam⸗ 


nable Hunters aſter fleſh ; Which appeares by their 
faccd-queanes that follow them, with whour in theſe barges 
thep Ipe, as wine doe together in PogTies, fi : 
i quali- Theſe Barnes are the beds of Incest, Mose bemeB, A- 
ics whillt hulteries, and of all other black and deadiy-darimed Impie- 
he lie 4 11 dies; bere growes the curſed Tree of baſtardie, that is ſo 
mene-** fruitfull : here are wzitten the Bookes of all Blaſphemies, 
Sweatings and Curſes, that are ſo dxcadfullto be read. Pet 
the imple country-people will come running out of their 
houſes to gaze vpon them, whilſt in the meane time one 
ſteales into the next Roome, and b:ings away whatſoener 
he can lap hold on. Upon dales of paſtime and liber tu, they 
Spꝛed themlelucs in (mall companies amongit the Milla. 
ges: and when pong maids and batchelers (yea ſometimes 
old noting fooles, that ſhould be beaten to this wo21d of vil- 
lanies,and fo:ewarne others) dee flocke about them, they

but with one Token of death about him) was cloſe ram'd 
by and Guarded fo2 feare others Gould haue beene infec⸗ 
ted: Pet the plagne that a Whoze-honſe layes vpon aCitte 
is wozſe,yet is laughed at: if not laughed at, yet not looked 
into, oz if looked info Winked at. | 
The Tradeſman hauing h's houſe locked bp, looſethhis 


cuſtomers, is put from wozke and bndone : whill in the

Belzebub keepes the Regiffer booke, of all the Bawdes, 
Panders and Curtizans: and he knows that theſe Suburb 
dinners haue no lands to line vpon but their legges: enerp 
p2entice paſſing by them, can ſap,there fits a Whore: With» 
ont putting them to their booke, they will ſwears ſos much 
themſelnes: ifſo, ars not Conſtables, Church-wardens, 
Baplitfes, Beadels, other Officers, Pillars and Pillowes 
to all the villanies, that are by thels committed : Are they 
not parcell· Bawdes to winke at ſuch damned abuſcs, con- 
fideriing they haue whippcs in their owne hands, and may 
dꝛaw blond ifthcv pleaſe ? Is not the Land- loꝛd of ſuch 
rents the Grand Bawde 2 and the Doze-keeping miſtrefſe 
of ſnch a houſe of ſinne, but his Under-Bawd : fithence he 
takes twenty pounds rent euery peere, fo} a vaulting 
ſchosle (which from no Artificer lining by the hardyeſſe of 
the hand could bee wozth fine pound.)

Af 
befoze ſhe ſwaggered in Tauernes, now with the Dnaile, 
ſhe ſtirreth not ont of dgozes. And where muſt her lodging 
be taken bp, but in the honſe of ſome Citizen, whoſe known 
reputation ſhe bozrowes(0z rather ſteales,)putting it on as 
a cloake toconer her defo2mities. Bet enen in that, hath ths 
an Art too, foz he ſhall be of ſuch a p:ofeſſton, that all com 
mers may enter, without the danger of any eyes fs watch 
them. As faz example, the will lie at ſome Scriucners houſe, 
and ſo bnder the couleur of comming to haue a Bond made, 
hee her ſelfe may wzite Noncrivt vniuerſi.

ec. where her huſband dwels. But if the ſtreame of her foꝛ⸗ 
tunes runne low, and that none but Apron- men lanch fo:th 
there, then kerpes ſhe a politicke ſempſters hop, 03 ſhe ſtar⸗ 
ches them. 

Perhaps ſheeis ſo polliticke, that none ſhall be noted te 
board her: if ſo, then ſhe lailes vpon theſe points of the tom-

A T the end of fierce battailes, the onely Rendeuouz foz 
lame ſonldierstoretire vnfo, is an Yoſpitall : and at 
the end of a long Pꝛogꝛeſſe, the only ground foz a tyꝛed Jade 
fo runne in, is ſome blind country faire, where he map bee 
ſure to bi ſold. To theſe Parkets of vnwholeſome Yozſe- 


lech, (like ſo many Kites to wr vpon Carrion) doe = 
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the o2ſe-conrſers (that rooſt about the Citie) flye one af- 
ter another. And whereas in buying all other commodt- 
ties, men triue to haue the beſt, how great ſocuer the pꝛice 
de, onely the Bo2ſe-courſer is of a baſer minde,fo2 the wozlk 
Wozſe-fleſh (lo it be cheape) does beſt goe downe with him. 
Vee cares fo; nothing but a fayzeout-ſide, and a handiame 
chape (like thoſe that hyze Whozes,) though there bee an 
hundzed diſeaſes within: he (as the other) ventures vpon 
em all. | 
1 The firft lefon therefeze that a Hoꝛſe. courſer takes ont, 
when he comes to one of theſe Parkets, is to make choice of 
ſuch N4gs,G:idings,02 Pares, eſpeciallp, as are fat, fapꝛe, 
e well-fans;'d to the eye: and becauſe men delight to behold 
beautifull colours,and that ſome colours are mo2e delicate 
tuen in beaſts)then others are, he will ſe neere as hee can, 
bargaine foz thoſe ho:ſes that haue the daintieſt complexi- 
en: as the Pilke-white, the Gray, the Dapplc-Grap , the 
Cole-black with his pꝛoper markes (as the white ſtar in the 
(02e-head,the white heele, tc.) oʒ the bꝛight Bap, with the like 
p:oper markes alſo. And the godlier p2ops2tion the beaſt 
carries 62 the fayꝛer markes oz colour that he beares, are, o: 
onght to bee watch-wo2ds as it were to him that after⸗ 
wards buyes him of the ho2ſe courſer, that he be not cozend 
with an ouer · pꝛice fo2 a bad peny-wozth, becauſe ſach Yoz- 
ſes(bclonging fo; the moſt part to Gentlemen) are ſeldome 
oz neuer ſold away, but bpon ſome fowle qualitie , oz ſome 
incurabledifeaſe, which the Beaſt is falne into. The beſt 
colours are therefo:e the beſt Cloakes fo hide thoſe faults 
that moſt diſfigure a Hoꝛſe: and next vnts colour, his Pace 
doth often-times deceive and goe beyond a verie quicke 
Judgement. | 
Some of theſe Horſe-hunters, areas nimble Knanes in 
finding out Þ inßrmities of a Jade, as a Barber is in dzaw- 
ing of teeth: and albeit (without caſting his water) he does 
moze readily reckon bp all the Aches, Crampes, Cricks, and 
whatſoener diſeaſe elſe lyes in his bones: and fo2 thoſe diſ- 
eciesſemes btterly to diſlike him, pet if by loking vpon the 
Dyall within his mouth, he finde that his y@res haue ſrock 
ut

but fine, Axe, o ſeuen: and that he pꝛoues but pong, oz that 
his diſeaſes are but newly growing vpon him, if they bee 
dutward oꝛ haue but hapze and ſkin to hide them, if they bee 
inward, let him ſweare neuer ſo damnably, that it is but a 
Jade, pet he will be ſure to faſten vpen him. 

Ss then, a Horſc-courſer to the Merchant, (that out of 
his ſound iudgement buyes the faireſt, the beſt-bzed,aud the 
nobleſt Yozſes felling them againe fez bꝛed oz ſernice, with 
plainneſſe and honeſfie,)is as the Cheator to the faire Cam- 


ter the is indied a mere Jadiſh Monopolitane, and deales The pi. 
foz none but tyꝛed, fainted, dull and diſeaſed hozſes. By dure ofz 
which meanes, il his picture be dzawne to the life, you ſhall Horie- 
finde euery Horſe-courſer foʒ the moſt part fo be in qualitie 


a cozener, by pzofeffion a knane, by his cunning a Uarlef, 
in fayzes a Hagling Chapman, in the Citie a Cogging dif- 
ſembler,and in @mith-field a common foz\wozne Uillaine. 
Pee will \weare any thing, but the faſter hee (weares, the 
moꝛe banger tis to bel&ue him: In one fozenoone, and in 
ſelling a Jade not wozth fine Nobles, will hes foz\wears 
bimſelfe fifteenc times, and that ſoz\wearing too, all bes 
by Equiuocation, As foz example, if an ignozant Chapman 
comming to beate the p2ics , ſay to the Bozſe-courſer pour 
nagge is verie old, oz thus many peeres old, and reckon 
ten oz twelns : hee claps his hand pꝛeſently on the buttocke 
of the beaſt, and pꝛapes he map be damb d if the Pozſe be 
not under ue, meaning that the hozſe is not vnder fine 
peeres of age, but that hee fands vnder fine of his fingers, 
when his hand isclap'd vpan him. Theſe Horſe-courſers 
art called Iynglers, and theſe Iynglers haning laide out their 
money on a companie of Jades, at ſome dzunken fay2e,bp 
to London they dzine them, and bpon the Parket day into 
Þmithflield bꝛauely come they pꝛauncing. But leaft their 
Jades ſhould ſhew tos many hozſe-trickes in Smithfield , 
befoze ſo great an Audience as commonly reſo2t thither,

In the very mozning when he is to berifled away among t 
the Gamffers in Smithfield, befoze he thzuff his bead ont of 
dis Paiſfers Stable, the Yozſe-courſer tickles his noſe (not᷑ 
with a Pipe of Tobacco) but with a gosd quantitie of the 
bell Nefingpowner that can be gotten: which, with a quil 
being blawne bp into the Hoſtrils, to make if wo2k the bet⸗ 
ter, hee ſtands poaking there vp and downe with two long 
feathers plucked from the wing ofa Gooſe, they being dipt 
in the iuice of Garlick, 02 in any ſtrong ople, and thzuſt vp 
fo the verie top ot his head,ſo far as poſſibly they can reach, 
to make the poozedamb beaft anoide the filth from his no- 
ftrils, which he will doe in great aboundance : this being 
done, he comes ts him with a new medicine foz a ſicke ho2ſe, 
and mingling the iuice of132uzed Garlicke , ſharpe biting

thus: The Horſe-courſer with a ſmall round pꝛon made be⸗ 
rie het, burnes two blacke holes in the top of the two out- 
moſt tteth of each ſide, che out- Ade of the Pozſe month vpon 
the nether f&th , and ſo likewiſe of the teeth of the vpper

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Afnow a Yozſe (bauing bene a ſoze Trauailer) happen 
by falling into a cold ſweate to be Foundzed, ſo that (as if 
be were dzunke oz had the ſtaggers) hee can ſcarce and on 
his legges, then will his maiſter, befo2e he enter ints the liſts 
of the feld againſt all tommers, put him into a villanous 
chafing, bp riding him vp and downe a quarter, o: balfe an 
houre, till his limbes be thoꝛoughly heated, and this he does, 
becauſe ſolong as he can diſcharge that falſe fire, oz that(be- 
ing ſs collerickly hot) he tramples onelp vpon (oft ground, 
a very cunning Horſeman ſhall hardly finde where his hot 
wings him, oz that he is Fowndred, And (to blind the cyes 
of the Chap-· man) the Horſe-courſer will be euer tickling of 
him with his wand; becauſe hee may not by ſanding till 
like an Aſſe, ſhew of what houſe he comes.

Whenſs- 
ener therefoze a Horſe-courſerhath ſuch a Dead commodi- 
tie, as & Lumpiſh (low Iade, that goes moze heauily then a 
Cow when ſhe trots, and that nei:her by a ſharpe bit noz a 
tickling ſpurre hee can put him ont ot his lazie and dogged 
pace, what does hee with him then Onelp hee gines him 
Lamb. pie. Chat is to ſap, enerp mo2zning when the Horſe- 
courſer comes into the Stable, hee takes vp a tough round 
tudgell, and neuer leanes fencing with bis Quarter-ſtafte at 
the pooze Horſes fides and buttocks , till with blowes bee 
hath made them ſo tender, that the bery haking of a bough 
will be able to make the hozſe ready to run out of his wits. 
And to k@pe the hozſe (till in this mad moode , becauſe hee 
ſhall not fozget his leſſon, his maiſter will neuer come nere 
him, but he will haue a fling at him: Jfhe doe touch him, hee 
frikes him: if he ſpeakes to him, there is but a wozd anda 
blow: if he doe but looke bpon him, the Horſe flings eq takes 
on, as though he would bzeake thzough the walles, oz had 
bene a Horſc bzed vy in Bedlam amongſt mad folkes.

Neither Reps he vpon the dinels ſtage 
alone, but others are likwiſe Acts2s in the ſelfeſamt Scone, 
and ſharers with him: fo2 no ſooner ſhall money be offred 
foz a oſs, but pꝛeſently one Snake thꝛuſts out his head, and 
ſtings the buyer with falſe pꝛaiſes of the Bozſes goodnefle : 
An other thzowes out his poiſoned hooke, and whiſpers in 
the Chapmans eare, that vpon his knowledge ſo much oz ſo 
much hath beene offred by fonre oz flue, and would not bee 
taken: and of theſe Rauens there be ſund2p nefts, but all of 
them as blacke in ſonle as the Horſe-courſer (with whom 
they are poked)is in conſcience. This Regiment of Horſe- 
men, is thereloꝛe dinided into foure Squadrons. (viz.

The Horſe . courſer of Yell, after hee had durtied him- A uſes of * 
ſeife with riding vp and downe Smithfield, and hauing dis *ace-rua- 
beaſt brder him,galloped away amains to beholde a race of 448 lan. 
five miles by a couple of Running-Horſes , vpon whoſe 
ſwiftneſſe great ſummes of money were laide in wagers. 
In which Schoole of Horſe manſhip (wherein foz the moſt 
part none but Gallants are the Dtudients)he canſtrued but 
ſtrange Lectures of Abuſes : hes could make large Com- 
ments vpon theſe that are the Runners of thoſe Races, and 
could teach others how to looſe fo2tie, o2 fiftie pound polli- 
tickely in the fo2e-noone, and in the aftcr-noone (with the 
ſelfe-ſame Gelding ) to winne a thouſand markes in fine 
oz ſire miles riding. He could tell how Gentlemen arefet- 
ched in and made younger bzothers, and how pour new 
Knight tomes ts be a Conzen of this Race, Ye could dzaw 
the true pictures at (ome fellowes, that dyct theſe Run- 
ning-Horſes, who fo2 a bzibe of foztie ſhillings can by a falſe 
Dye, make their owne Maiſters looſe a hund2ed pound a 
race. He conld ſhew moze craftis Foxes in this wilde-gooſe 
chaſs,then there ars white Foxes in Ruſſia, and moꝛe firange 
ÞPozſe-trickes plaide by ſuch Riders, then Bankes his cur-

to put it into the Bagge againe, notwithſtanding, bee in- 
treates the Cittizen, te keepe his Golde Cill, he wul take 


the white monty home to fetch the reſt, and make vp the 
Summe, his abſence ſhall not be abone an hoare oz two: 
befeze which time hee ſhall be (ure to heare of him, end 
pre with 


The Bel-mans night-walkes, 


with this the little Diuel vaniſheth, carping that awap with 
him, which in the end will ſend him to the Gallowes, (that 
is toſay, his owne Cold,) and ſoꝛtie pound befides of the 
Shop-kapers, which hee bozrowed, the other being glad fo 
take foztie Chillingsfoz the whole debt, and pet is ſoundly 
bor d fo2 his labour. 

This lacke in a Boxe, is pet but a Chicken, and hath laid 
bery few Cgges, if the Yang-man doe not ſpoile it with 
freading, it will pzooue an excellent Hen of the Game. Jt 
is a knot of Cheatozs but newly fycd, ttey are not pet a 
company. The y die not like Wilde-Geeſe (in flockes) but 
like Rites (fingle) as loth that any Chonld chart in their 

pꝛay. They haue two o2 th;eenames, (pet they are no Ro- 
waves, but errant Rogues) foz ſometimes they call them- 
ſelues Iacke in a Boxe, but now that their infantriegrowes 
ffreng, and that it is knowne abzoad , that they carrie the 
Philoſophers fone about them, and are able of foztie Chil- 
lir gs to make fozty pound, theptherefoze bſe a dead ch. 
and the better to cloake their villanies, doc put on theſe 

Masking ſuites. |

Pany of thy Gallants (O Flet-ltreets) haue ſpent hun- 
dꝛeds of pounds in thy pꝛeſence, and pet neuer were ſo 
muchas dꝛunke fo2 it: but fozenerp foztie pound that thou 
lapeſt ont in this Indian commoditie (of Gold) then haſt a 
Silucr Boxe beſtowed vpon thee, to carry thy Tobacco in, 

becauſe thou haſt cuer loved that coſtly and Gentleman- 

like Smoke. Iacke in a Boxe hath thus plaid his part. There 

is pet another Actoꝛ to ſtep bpon the Stage, and hee ſ@mcs 

to haue god ſkill in Coſmography,foz hee holds in his hand 

a Pap, wherein he hath laide downe a number of Shires in 

England, and with (mall pꝛickes hath beaten out a path, How ho 

teaching how a man may eafiiy, (though not verp honeſtly) ee 

tranell ſrom Country to Country, and haue his charges charges, 

boꝛne; and thus it is. 

He that vader-takes this ſtrange iournep, laves his firſt 
plot how to be turned into a Braue man, which he findes, can W 
be done by none better then by a cruſty Tailor: working - 
therefoze hard with him, till his ſuits bee granted. Out of 
the Citie, being mounted on a good gelding, ho rides, bpon 
his owne bare credit, not caring whether he tranell tomete 
the Sunne at this Riſing, oz at his going Bowne. He knows 
bis Ritchin ſmokes in every countie, and his table is cone- 
red in enerp Shire, Fo2 when hee comes within a mile of 
the Zowne, where hes meanes to catch Quailes, ſetitng 
Spurres to his Yo;ſe, awap he gallops, with his cloake off 
(fo in theſe Beſcigings of Townes he goes not armed with 
any) his Hat thꝛuſt into his Yoſe , as if it were lot, and one⸗ 
ly an emptie paire of Hangers by his ſide, toſhew that hee 
had beene diſarmed. And you mult note, that this Bot-ſpur 
does neuer ſet bpon anp places but onely ſuch, where hee 
knowes (by intelligence) theres are ſtoze of Gentlemen, 02 
wealthy Farmers at the leaſt. Amongſt whom when he is 
come, he tels with diſtracted lokes, and a voice, almoſt 
bzeathleſſe, how many billaines ſet vpon him, what golde 
and ſiluer they toke krom him, * woods they are fled 


into,

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into, from what part of England he is come, to what place 
he is going,how farre he is from home, how farre from his 
iournies end, oz from any Gentleman ofhis acquaintance, 
and ſo linely perſonates the lying Greeke(Synon) in telling 
a lamentable tele that the mad Troianes (the Gentlemen of 
the towne, beleuing him, and the rather becauſe hee car- 
ries the ſhapt ot an honeſt man inſbew, and of a Gentle- 
man in his appareil) are liberall of their purſes, lending 
him money to beate him on his iovrney, to pay which he of- 
fers either his Bill az Bond (naming his lodging in Lon- 
don) 02 giues his wozd (as he is a Gentleman ) which they 
rather take, knowing the like nnſfoztune may bee theirs at 
any time. | 
And thas, with the feathers of other birds, is this Monſter 
ſtacke, making wings of ſund y faſhions , with which hee 
thus baſely flies oner a whole kingdome. Thus doth hee 
ride from Towne to Towne, from Citie to Citie as if hee 
were a Land-lord in euer - ſhire, and that be were to gather 
Rents bp of none but Gentlemen. 
There is a Twin- brother to this Falſe-galloper, and hee 
cheates Inne · keepers onely, 82 theur Tapſters, by learning 
firſt what Countrp-men they are, and of what kindzed: and 
then bzinging counterfeit letters of commendations from 
ſuch an Uncle, oz lach a C503en (wherein is requeſted, that 
the Beater thereof map be v\cd kindelp) he lyes in the Inne 
till he have fetch! ouer the Paiſter oz ſecuant fo2 (ome mo- 
nep(to dzaw whom to him he hathm any hookes, and when 
they hang fall enough by thc gus, vnder water Our Sharke 
dirres and is never ſcene to lwimme againe in that River. 
U yon this Scaffold alſo might bee mounted a number of 
Quack ſaluing Emperickes,who art iu ing in ſome Country 
towne, clap bp their Terrible Billes, in the Parkef-place, 
and filling the Paper wild ſach hozrible names of dil.

Upon the ſame poſt, doe cerfaine iraggling Scribbling Sn ling 
Writers deſerne to haue both their names and themſelves Schoclc- 
hung vp, in «de of thoſe faire tablcs which they hang by in mailer.

Fo2 Candle-light had ſcarce opened his eye 
to locke at the Citie,(like agunner ſhooting at a maike) but 
fearafullp(their fete trembling vader them) their eyes ſul⸗ 
pitioully roving from every noche to noke round about 

them, aud their heads (1as if the y ſtod von opled (krewes ) 
ſtill turning backe behinde them, came cra ping out of hol-

O What 
thankes they gaut to Darkneſſe ! what ſongs they balladed 
out in pꝛaiſe of Night, fo2 be ſtowing bpon them ſo cxcelient 
a cloake, wherein thep might ſo ſafely walke mufſted 
Now durſt they, as if they had been Conſtables, rap alowd 
at the doo2es of thoſe to whom thep owed moſt money, and 
baue them with hie wozds, though thep paide them not a 
penny.

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if that night be had bene to ride poſt to the Dinell. Tut his 
iourney not lying that wap till ſome other time, he neither 
bzidled noz (addled any of his foure-footed guifts that ſled 
there at rack and manger, but ſ&ing them ſo late at ſupper, 
and knowing that fo ouer eate themſelues would fill them 
full cfdiſeaſcs (thep being ſubicct to aboue a huud;ed and 
thirtie alreadie he firſt (without a boyder) after a moſt bn- 
menneripfaſhion tooke away,not oneip all the Pꝛeuender 
that was ſet beſoze them, but alſo all the hap, at which be- 
foze they were glad to licke their lips. The pooze Yozſe lo- 
ked verp rufully vpon him foz this, but hee rubbirg their 
ter th onelp with the end of a Candle (in (fed of a Cozrall) 
fold them, that foz their Jadiſh trickes it was now time to 
weane them: And lo wiſhing them not to bee angry if they 
lav bpon the hard boards, conſidering all the beds in the 
houſe were full, back againe he ſfole te his Couch, till bzeake 
of dap: yet fear ing leaſi the ſunne ſhould riſe to diſceuer his 
knaucrie, vp hee ſtarted, and inte the Cable he ſtumbled, 
ſcarce halte awake, giuing ta euerp Jade a bottle of hay fo; 
his bzeakcefaſt, but all of them being troubled with the 
greazie Tooth-ach,cculd eate none, which their maiſters in

Jn ſome ier iets he met ſtruants, in whoſe bꝛeſt albeit the 
arrowes of the plague ſtucke haife way, vet by crueil mai-

Now and then at the co2ner of a tuming he ſpied ſeruants 
purlopning fardels of their maſters gods, and delivering 
them to the hands of common frympets.

| Athouſand of thefe Comedies were acted in dumb ſhew, 
and onely in the priuate houſes : at which the Diuels meſ- 
ſenger lan ght fo londe that Hell heard him, and fo? iop rang 
foqth toude and luffie Plaudicies But beeing dz uen into 
wonder, whv the night would fall in labeur and bꝛing fe2th 
ſo many Will mies, whoſe births ſhe pꝛactiſed to cox (as 
ſhe had reaſon) becauſe ſo many watchmen wert confmual- 
ly called and charged to hane an eye to her doings a length 
de perceived that Bats (mo2c bglp and moze in number then 
theſe)might dye vp and down in darkncſſe: foʒ thongh with 
thetr Letherne Wings :hep ſhould ſtrike the very dils out 
of thoſe Watchmens hands, ſuch leaden plummets were 
commonly hung by flepe at all their epe-lids, that hardly 
they could be awakened to ſtrike them again. 
On thercfoze hee walkes, with intent to haſtendome es 
haaing fil'v his Table. Bockes with ſufficient notes of in- 
tellgente. Bot, at the laſt, meting with the Bel- man, and 
not knowing what he was, becauſe hee went without bis 
Lanthorne and ſome other implements: foz the man in the 
Moone 
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Moone was bp the moſt part of the night, and lighted him 
which way ſocuer he turned, bee tooke him fog (ome churliſh 
Hobgoblin, (&ing a long ſtaffe on his necke, and therefoze 
to bee one of his owne feltowes. The Bel-ringer ſmelling 
what frog Sent he had in hisnoſe, ſ(oothed him bp, ans 
queſtioning with him how bee had ſpent his time in the Ci⸗ 
tic, and what diſcouerie of Land-villanies hee had made in 
this Iland yoiage: the Mariner of hell, opened his chart, 
which he had lined with all abuſes, lping either Eaſt, Weſt, 
North or South: he ſhewed how hee had pricked it, bpon 
what points he had ſaild, where put in: under what height 
he kept h:mſelfe : where he went a ſbore, what ſtrange peo- 
ple he met: what land he had diſcoucred,and what commo- 
dities bee was laden with from thence. Of all which the 
Bel-man d2awing fozth a perfect Map, they parted.

(yarking Sonldiers at theriflingof a towne) ranne vp and 
downe,to arme themſelucs againft that battaile of hunger. 
Some, whetting knines that had meate, others ſcraping 
Trenchers alowd, that had no meat: Þame ambling down 
ſtaires foz Bꝛead and Bere, meeting another 1 vp 

Ares, 
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ffap:cs, carrping a platter mr p70uvly aloft; fan of pow- 
der Bere and Bꝛewis, than an Iriſh man does bis enemies 
bead, on the top of his (wiozd. Cierp chamber ſhewing like 
a Cookes ſhop, where pzouant was dirting. And thoſe that 
had not pꝛouander in the manger, no2 hay in the rack, wal- 
king vp and downe like ſtaru'd Aades, new oucr-ridden in 
Smithficld: This ſet at Paw being plapd out, all ſeem'd 
quiet; the water under London Bzidge, at the turning was 
not moze ſtill, but locking bp deing come, that euery Cocke 
mult goe to his rooft, the Puſicke of that (in the indgement 
the Black Spy,) might well enoughſerne to rocke Gran 
elzebub a —— Foz nothing could dee heard, but keycs 
Jpngling, doozes rapping, bolfs-and locks barring in, Jap- 
los hoarſelp andharthly bawling fo2 pꝛiſoners to their bed, 
and p2iſonersremiling and curfing Japlo2sfs2 making ſuch 
a helliſh din. Then to heare ſome in their chambers ſing⸗ 
ing and dancing being halfe dzunke; others bzeaking open 
dozes to get moze dzinke to be whole dzunke. Dome roa- 
ring fox Tobacco others raging, and bidding hels plague 
on all Tobacco, becauſe it has ſo dzyed bp their mouthes, 
with as many other-franticke paſſions, as there bee ſeue⸗ 
rall men; the very repozt of this Anticke dance, would 
hes thought bee better than a Comedie to his infernall 
audience, and therefoze tooke efpeciall note of all the mad 
paſſages. . 

In the end, the Bedlamites being dzownd moze in Bere 
then cares, and the Dinels flpe buzzing about enery pꝛi- 
ſoners Candle, to ſpye what they did beſides, he ſaw one 
ſitting on his bed, and reading a diſcouerie,, which hee had 
made in a long Voyage. Of which whillt the other fell a 
fleepe, bee ſtole the papers, and placing them together, ſent 

them to the Bel- man, who * thus attirde ſent

aſt thou thy Debtoz in pziſon,and wilt thou keepe him 
there, caſt vp thy accompts , and vpon the foote of it, note 
what thou gaineſt. Thou ſ#& a Tre with all the fruite 
beaten off,and thou heweſt it downe becauſe thou canſt ga- 
ther no mo2e, when all is gone. A building is readie to fall, 
and thou doſt nat under - pꝛep, but under mine it. And when 
tis downe mak ſt no bſe of the tymber to ſaue, but in mer.

Pan is a ſacred thing, yet (by thee ) a man is murdered 
in icft, Fo2 a body faſhioned to his makers Image; a papꝛe 
of Dice are taken by a deſpightfull Credifoz. Such a one is 
a Cheatoz of life, not of lining. | 

Thefe woꝛds (He ſhall rot in Priſon) o2 I will make Dice 
of his bones, are woꝛthy of a Turke, bnfit foz a Chꝛiſtian: 
No man ſpeakes them (but a Ponſter) no man but a Di- 
uell : No Diuell, but a thing without a name woꝛſe then a 
Dinell, who hauing no power ginen him to fo2ment, will 
ſnatch the Diuine vengeance into his owne hand.

One lan- the people in that Kingdome ſpake but one Language. A 
Bu22z* man could trauell in thoſe dayes,neither by Sea noz Land, 
though but he met his Country- men, and none others. Two conld 
world zz not then ftand gabbling with ſtrange tongues,and conſpire 
rhe begin- together (to his own face) how to tut a third mars th;oate, 
ning. but he might vaderſtand them. There was no Spaniard (in 
that age) to braue his enemie in the rich and lofty Caſtilian: 

no Romane Oꝛatoz topleade in the Rethoricall and Fluent 

Latine : no Italian to court his Miſtreſſe in the ſweet and a- 

moꝛous Tuſcane : no French- man ts parley in the full and 

ately phzaſe of Orleans: no Germane te thunder out the 

high and rattiing Dutch: the vnfruitfull crabbed Iriſh, and 

the voluble ſignincant Welch. were not then ſo much as ſpo⸗ 

ken of: the quicke Scottiſn Dialect ( ſiſter to the Engliſh) 

had not then a tongue, neither were the firings of the Eng- 


1h (peech (in thoſe times) vntped. When ſhe firſt _

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to ſpeake, it was but a bzoken language: the ſingleſt and the 


fimpleſt woꝛds flowed fed her vtterance; foz ſhe dealt in no- 
thing but in Monoſillables, (as if to haue ſpoken woꝛds of 


greater length would haue crackt her boice) by which 


meanes her Eloquence was pooꝛeſt, pet hardeſt fo learne, 
and (o(but oz neceſſit te) not regarded amongſt Strangers. 


Pet afterwards thoſe nobleſt languages lent her words Englic 
and phaſes, and turning thoſe Borrowings into good hus- tongue 


bandrie, ſhe is now as rich in Elocution, and as aboundant, 
as her pꝛoudeſt and beſt ſtored neighbours.

Of placing their Sores, 

1 He Souldicr hath his Hoze alwaies on his left arme, 

(vnleflehe be left-handed, foz then becanſe of the better 
blc of that hand it is vpon the right ) bet wirt the elbow and 
the w2eſt, and is called by the name of Douldiers Maund. 

TAhen a S02e is placed on the backe of the hand, and that 
be ſaith hee was hurt by an hozſe, then itis called Foote- 
mans Mawnd.

How te know conunterfeite Paſſe-ports, 
He Scalesof Noblemen, Gentlemen, Jaftices, 02 any 
other who haue authozitie to vie Dealcs,are grauen in 

Siluer, Copper, oꝛ ſomehard ſtuffe: and thoſe things which 

are ſo grauen ſeale the Armes 02 ſuch like with ſharp edges, 

and with a round circle encloſing it, as if it were cut with 
an inffrument of Steele, and it maketh a neate and deepim- 
p2cfion : but theſe counterfeit Icrkes(03 Deales)aregrauen 
with the point ofa knife, bpon a ſtickes end, whoſe round- 
neſſe may well bee perceinedfrom the circle of a common 
farnd Seale : theſe fo: the moſt part bearing the ilfaugured 
ſhaps of a Buhars Nab, oz a Prancers Nab. (a Dogs head, oz 

a Yozſes,) and ſometimes an Unicoznes,and (ach like: the 

Counter fet Ierke haning no Circle about the edges. Be- 

ſides, inthe PaCepo:t pou ſhall !ightly finde theſe wo2 ds,

De Bel-man tooke his markes amiſfſe in ſaying that a 
Dommerar is cquall to the Cranke; fog of theſe Domme. 
rars Jnener met but one,and that was at the houſeof one 
M. L. of K. This Dommerars name was W. hee made a 
ſtrange noiſe, chewing by fingers acroſſe, that his tongue 
was cut out at Chalke-hill. In his hand hee carried a 
ſticke, about a foote in length, and ſharpe at both ends, 
which hee would thzuſtintohis mouth, as it hee meant to 
ſhe wo the ſtumpe of his tongue. But in doing ſo, hee did of 
purpoſe hit his tongue with the ſticke to make it bled, which 
filling bp his mouth, you could not fo2 bloud perceine any 
tongue at all, becauſe hee had turned it vpwards, and with 
bis ſticke thzuſt it into his thzoate. But Jcauſcd him to be 
held faſt by the ſtrengih of men, vnlill ſuch time that open- 
ing his teeth with the ende of a (mall cudgell, J pluckt fozth 

bis tongue, and made him ſpeake. 

Of Clapperdogeons. 

Clapperdogeon is in Engliſh a Begger bone: ſome call 
bim a Pallyard : of which ſoꝛts there are two: firff, Na- 
turall: ſecondly ,Artificiall. This fellew (aboue all other 
that are in the Regiment of Rogues) goeth beſfarwed a. 
gainſt the crueltte of Winter: he ſhonld be wiſe, foz he lones 
to kepe himſelfe warme, wearing a patched Caſtor (a 
Cloake) fo: his vpper Robe : onder that a Togmans ( & 
Gowne) with high Stampers (ſhoes) the ſoles an inch thicke 
pegged, oz elſe paiches at his Girdle readp to bee clapt on: 
a great Scue (a bzowne diſh) hangirg at his girdle, and a 
taſſell of Thꝛummes to wipe if. A bzace of greaſte Might- 
caps on his head, and ouer them (left he ſhould catchakna- 
uiſh colde) a hat (62 Nahcheate) a good Filch (oz @taffe) in 
bis hand, hauing alictle pꝛon pegge in the ende of it: a Bug- 
her ( alittle Dogge) following him, with a ſmugge Derxte, 
attpꝛed fit foz ſuch a Roguiſh Companion. At her backe the 
carrieth a great packe, coucred with a patched Daneguard, 
vnder which ſhe tonnepeth all ſuch things as ſhee filcheth : 
ber ſhill ſometimes is to tell Fo2tunes,to helpe the diſeaſes 
of Women oz Childzen, As ſhe walkes, ſhe makes _ 02 
irt- 
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ſhirt-ſtrings, (but now commonly they knit) and wearcs in 
her dat a n«#dte with a th2ead at it. Anexcellent Angler he 
is: foz when her Cour Mawnds at any dvoze, if any Poul- 
trie-ware be pfcking vp their crummes neere them, ſhe f&- 
deth them with bꝛead, andhath a th2ead tyed to a hooked 
pin, baited fo2 the nonce, which the Chickin ſwallowing is 
choaked, and conueped vnder the Caſtor: Chirkins , linnen 
oz woollen, oz anp thing that is wozth the catthing, comes 
infohernet. ; 

Under this Banner of the pafched Clapperdogeon , dog 
Ilevie all Pallyards, as well thoſe of the great Cleyme, (oz 
S0zes) as others, whom J tearme Artificial Clapperdoge- 
ons, albcit they are not Beggers bozne. 


Of their Mawnd, 


Dis Pallyard (03 Artificiall Clapperdogeon, who carry- 

eth about him the great Cleyme) toſtirre compaſſion vp 
in peoples hearts, thns acleth his part: Peefl des to the 
earth by his laffe, and lying pittioullpy on the ground, makes 
afearefull hazride ſtt ange nopſe, thzongh an hoarſe thzoate 
vttering theſe lamentable tunes: Ah the Vrſhip of God 
looke out with your mercifult eqme one pittifull loake ypon 
ſore, lame, grieued and impudent(fozimpotent) — 
troubled with the grieuous diſeaſe, and haue no teſt day nor 
night by the Canker and Worme, that continually eateth the 
fleſh fro the bone: for the Vrſhip of God beſtow one Croſſe 
of your ſmall ſiluet, to buy him ſalue & oyntinent, to eaſe the 
poore wretched bhodie, that neuer taketh reſt: and Go. ad to 
reward you for it in heauen. Theſe Pallyards-walke two oz 
thꝛee together, and as one giues quer this note, the ſecond 
catcheth it at the rebound,vfing the ſelfe- lame howling and 
grunting, which ended, they lay the Lords Prayer ę᷑ in many 
places the Aue, neuer ceaſing till ſomething be gluen them. 


How they make their great Sores, called the 
great Cleyme,

Mawnding to get fiue Bordes (that is, fiue ſhillings ) in a 
weekc,un monep and Cozne, Which money they hide vader 
blue and greene patches: ſo that ſometimes thep haue about 
them, ſixe pound 02 ſeuen pound together.

Uery one of them hath a peculiar Nicke-name, pzopecr 
o himlelte, by the which hgis moze knowne, mo2e in- 
guired after by his brothers, and in common familiaritie 
moꝛe ſaluted, then by bis owne true name: pea , the falſe 
is vied ſo much, that the true is fozx6tten. And of theſe 
Nick-names,ſome are ginen fo them fo2 fome ſpet ial cauſe: 
as Olli Compolli , is the Bp. name of ſome one p:incipall 
Rogue amongſt them, being an Abram, being brſtewed 
bpon him, bet auſe by that dee is knowne fo be the head 02 
chiefe amongſt them : In ike manner theſe Sir names fol⸗ 
lowing belong to other Gꝛand Signiezs 4 Commanders, 
viz. Dimber Damber,and Hwly Burly, Generall Nurſe The 
High Shreue, The High Conſtable, and fachlike : ond ſome 
- Nick-names are either vyon mockery, oꝛ bpon pleaſure gi- 
nen bnto them: as The great Bull, The little Bull, and many 
other (uchlike.

Jackie was (9 luſty)ſuch liberty haue thep in ſinning, e ugh

damuable and moſt deteſtable manner of life do thep lea 
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As the men hane Picke- names, ſo likewiſe haue the 
Women ko; ſome of them are called The White Ewe, The” 
Lambe, &c. And (as J baut heard) there was an Abram, 
who called his Mort, Madam Wap-apace. 

Of their Libkins or Lod gingst. 
@ theſe fugitive Tlagabonds haue Nicke-names to 


places of meeting : as one ofthe mating placcs (as haut 
beard) being a Sheepe-coate , is by the Queſt of Rogues 
who nightly aſemble there, called dy the name of Stophole 
Abbey : ſo likewiſe another oftheir Lodgings is called by 
the lame name. Then have they others, as the blue Bull, 
the Pꝛancer, the Buls belly, the Cowes vdder, the greene 
Arbour, the blazing Starrs,ec. Duch like By-names giue 
they alſo to their Stawling Kennes: and note this, that after 
a robbcrie done, they lye not within twelue miles at the 
leaſt of the place where they doe it, but hauing eaten bp 
their ſtolne mutton (baked as afo2eſaid) away they trodge 
though thicke and thin, all the hauens of hel! into which 
thep put in, being alwayes fo2 the moft part of an equaildi- 
ſtance one from avother : dez locke how karre as the one 
Stophole Abbey ſtands from the other, and iuſt fo farre is 
the Buls belly from the Cowes Udder, and ſo of the reſt: 
ſo that what way ſoeuer theſe night- Spirits doe take, after 
they haue done their dedes of darknefſe, they know what 
pace tokeepe, becanſe (what ſtozmes ſo ever fall) thep are 
ſure of harbour, all their iourneves being but of one length. 
Pet dare they not but let their Morts and their Doxies met 
them at ſome of theſe places, becauſe how cold ſo ever the

Hus much fo2 their Fraternities, Names, Lodgings, 
and Aſemblies, at all which times euerp one of them 
carries a ſhoꝛt ſtaffe in his hand, which is called a Filch,has 
uing inthe Nab oz head of it, a Ferme (that is ts lap, a hole) 
into-which vpon any piece of ſeruice, when he goes a Filch- 
ing, he putteth a hooke of yzon, with which hooke he angles 
at a window in the dead of night, foz ſhirts, ſmockes, oꝛ any 
other linnen oz waollen : and foz that reaſon is tbe ſfaffe 
tearmed a Filch, So that it is as certaine that he is an An- 
gler foꝛ Duds, who hath a Ferme in the Nab of his Filch, as 
that he is a theefe, who vpon the high · wap cryes ſtand, and 
takes a purſe. This Staffe ſerueth to moze vics, then either 
the Croſſe- ſtaffe oʒ the Iacobs, but the vſes are not ſo good 
noꝛ ſo honeſt: foz this Filching- ſtaffe being artificially hands 
led, is able now and then to mill a Grunter, a bleating 
Cheate, a Red-ſhanke, a Tib of the Buttry, and ſuch like, oz 
to Fib a Coues Quarrons in the Rome pad, for his Loure in 
his bung, that is to ſap, to kill a Pigge, a Shcepe, a Ducke, 
a Gooſe, and ſuchlike, o2 to beate a man by the high-way 
fo2 the monep in his purſe. And pet foz all theſe baſe villa- 
nies and others, of what blackneſſe ſoeuver they be, you ſhall 
at every Aſſiſes and ÞeClons, ſee (\warmes of them boldly 
venturing amongſt the Pꝛiſoners: one canſe of their temp- , 
ting their owne danger ſo, is, that being \ws2ne bothers in 
league, and partners in one and the ſame theeuerie, it be⸗ 
booues them to liſten to the P2iſoners confeſion (which 
thep doe ſecretly, andſoto take their heeles , if they (ppe a 
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ffo2me comming. Another cauſe is, fo learne what lime- 
twigs caught the Bird 1 th Cage, and how he wascntang- 
led by the Juſtice in his examination, that thereby hee a. 
bꝛoad may ſhunne the like : but the Diuell is their Tutoz, 
Hell their Schoole, Zheeuerie, Noguerie and Whoze- 
dome, the Arts thep ſtudie, befoze Doctoz Story they dil⸗ 
pute, and at the Gallowes are made Graduates of New- 
gate and other Gaoles, (the Hang- mans Eolledges.) To 
ſhut vp this feaſt merrily, (as ſwerte meates are belt laſt,) 
pour laſt diſh which A ſet befo2e pon, to digeſt the hardneſs 
of the reſt is a Canting Song, not fained oz compoſed as 
thoſe of the Bel- mans were, out of his owne bzaine, but by 
the Canters themſelues, and Sung at their metings.
